Serial Numbers: 
Do They Work? 


By JACK HARKRIDER 
Does engraving a driver’s license number on per­ 
sonal property help in its recovery after ifs stolen? 
That’s what Mrs. Frank Cross of 2729 Grandview 
plans to find out in the next couple of weeks. 
According to Mrs. Cross, someone stole her son’s 
Mongoose racing bike last week, but a search of school 
grounds and parks during the past several days has 
proved fruitless. 
“We even checked the bikes in the Police Dept, 
impoundment area and couldn’t find it,’’ Mrs. Cross 
related Thursday afternoon. “But it was definitely 
stolen ... I know that for a fact.’’ 
Mrs. Cross said that her son, 12-year-old Casey who’s 
a sixth grader at Wilson Middle School, parked his bike 
with two others and all three were chained together to a 
post. However, when he got out of school, he discovei ed 
that someone had cut the chain and taken his bicycle. 
The other two bikes—one of which was a racing 
model like Casey’s—were untouched, even though the 
thief could have taken them, also. 
“The thing that I’m interested in is that after hearing 
all this publicity about marking your personal property 
with your driver’s license, I wonder if it really works,” 
Mrs. Cross said.' “In addition to a serial number being 
engraved on the hanger on the bottom of the frame, I 
engraved my license number on the moto-mag 
wheels.” 
Mrs. Cross went on to explain that Casey worked for 
two years and saved his money to buy the bike, and 
after he had saved close to $100, his parents added $45 
and presented Casey his bike for his birthday on Nov. 


21. 
“But now it’s gone and I’m wondering if the serial 
and license numbers will help in its recovery,” she 
mused. “You know, I ve talked to several parents in 
the past few days, and you’d be amazed how many of 
them don’t know what kind of bike their child is riding, 
or if ifs even the same bike they bought them.” 
Late last year, a spokesman for the Plano Police 
Dept, urged citizens to mark their personal property- 
such as bikes—with an identifying number, such as a 
driver’s license number. The spokesman pointed out 
that not only would such a move aid in the recovery of 
the item, if stolen, but would discourage thieves, also. 
However, 
in Casey’s case, 
the 
thief 
wasn’t 
discouraged, but there’s still a chance for recovery. 
Mrs. Cross said that the bike’s serial number is SN- 
11113 and her driver’s license number engraved on the 
wheels is 3051251. In addition, the Crosses are offering 
a reward for the bike’s return, and their telephone 
number is 424-2702. 
“I guess now we’re going to find out whether or not 
those numbers really work,” she concluded.

Margaret Has Special Job

Juvenile 
officers 
are 
special 
people 
needing 
empathy and understanding 
to form a close relationship 
with a troubled child. 
The newest juvenile of­ 
ficer in Collin County is even 
more 
special—M argaret 
Mitchell has been brought 
into the probation office to 
provide a female role model 
for the increasing number of 
feminine offenders. 
The San Antonio native 
has been working in the 
juvenile office with Pete 
Barnes and Baxter Edwards 
since June of 1975 on a 
Manpower grant and was 
added to the county payroll 
last month. 
“I handle an average of 
more than 50 cases a month 
and most of these involve 
girls, although I also do 
some work with boys,” she 
says. “Most of the girls have 
been arrested for shoplif­ 
ting, but we’re seeing more 
come in for burglary. About 
75 percent of our cases are 
14, 
15 
or 
16-year-olds, 
although we routinely handle

youngsters ranging from IO 
to 17. 
Under-IO Children, Too 
“If a parent so requests, 
we will counsel with the 
children under IO, as well,” 
Mitchell continues. “ In a 
case like that we try and 
explain to him what he’s 
done and what can happen to 
him. Children need to be 
more knowledgeable about 
law and the criminal justice 
system.” 
When a 
youngster 
is 
referred to the juvenile 
office—by the Plano or 
outlying police departments, 
schools or parents—an of­ 
ficer meets with the child 
and parents to discuss the 
problem. If it can’t be 
resolved in the office, the 
parents are referred to a 
private agency. 
“We meet with the parents 
and child and then with each 
alone," she explains. “It’s 
amazing how verbal a child

can be with his parents out of 
the room. The youngsters 
feel they can trust us. They 
believe we can see their 
viewpoint and understand 
the problems they have. 
“Sometimes parents just 
come to us about problems in 
the home,” Mitchell muses. 
“We try and get a pact 
among all members of the 
family, 
but 
if we see 
problems we can’t handle we 
refer them to a private 
agency.” 
Academy Graduate 
Mitchell who is a graduate 
of Southwest Texas State 
University in sociology and 
psychology is continuing her 
graduate 
studies 
in 
criminology and corrections. 
As a special bonus, she was 
allowed to enroll in the 
Dallas Sheriff’s Academy 
after her appointment. She 
completed 
the 
10-week 
course but has not been 
certified by the state since 
she is not working as a peace 
officer. 
“I was very lucky to be 
able to attend the academy,” 
she stresses. “Sometimes 
police and probation officers 
don’t get along, but now that 
I’ve gone through the basic 
police studies, I can see 
things 
through 
their 
viewpoint, as well. We’ve 
received the same training 
so we have the same 
background.” 
She and Marilyn Fisk of 
the welfare department 
were also included in the 
Dallas Police Dept. Youth 
Services Program this past 
summer. They were allowed 
to observe 12 counselors 
working with the youngsters 
on the Corkhuff model of 
treatment. The premise of 
this procedure is that the 
juvenile 
lacks 
personal 
skills, so the counselor aids 
in building intellectual, 
physical 
and 
emotional 
skills. 
‘Great Experience’ 
“Working as closely as I 
have with Pete has also been 
a great experience," Mit­ 
chell endorses. “He’s great 
with the kids and I’m 
grateful for the opportunity 
of observing his technique. 
The youngsters all trust him 
to do what’s best because 
they know he cares. 
“I'm also looking forward 
to working with Pete Platt 
who was recently named 
juvenile officer for the Plano 
Police Dept.,’’ she adds. 
‘ This is something we’ve 


needed for a long time and I 
hope we can all work 
together to improve the 
situation for kids in trouble.” 
Although some of the 
youths are in the juvenile 
program at the request of 
parents, the great majority 
are still referred by the 
school or law enforcement 
agencies. 
The 
most 
frequently 
committed 
offenses 
in­ 
volving 
juveniles 
are 
shoplifting, burglary and 
runaway, 
according 
to 
M itchell. 
Seventy-six 
juveniles ran away from 
home last year and 78 per­ 
cent of those arrested for 
burglary were under 
17. 
Juveniles also accounted for 
67 percent of the theft 
arrests. 
Few 
individuals 
are 
repeaters, Mitchell says, but 
21 percent of the cases in­ 
volve juveniles previ^isly 
referred to the office. 
Judge Gets Felons 
Misdemeanors ane han­ 
dled through the office, but 
all felonies are taken before 
Juvenile Judge Tom Ryan. 
Prior to the first of the year, 
most first offenders were 
also 
handled 
by 
the 
probation office, bul 
is 
believed that a court ap­ 
pearance will have more of 
an impact on the juveniles. 
Judge Ryan has a policy of 
not sending juveniles to 
Texas Youth Council in­ 
stitutions, 
but 
religious 
homes are often used if it 
becomes necessary to get a 
child away from the home 
situation. The children are 
sent by their parents on the 
recommendation 
of 
the 
office or court, which find a 
way to place the juveniles. 
The 
homes 
provide 
religious 
and 
moral 


guidance and 
give the 
youngsters an education, 
Mitchell notes. They are run 
by donations and no fee is 
charged to the county or 
parents. 
“The religious homes we 
use give a youngster time to 


sit and think and get back on 
the right track,” Mitchell 
believes 
“ Our 
juvenile 
problem revolves around the 
home. There is a lack of 
comm unication—fam ilies 
can’t sit down and talk. 
“It really hurts to see a 
situation like this,” she says. 
“Each end must work to 
communicate. If there’s a 
definite problem, I suggest 
further counseling to open 
these avenues.”

Collins Attacks Potential Costs 


Congressman Jim Collins 
has described the Indiana 
Dunes National Lakeshore 
Parks Amendments as “the 
National Park Service's 
subsidized experiment in 
city planning. It is an ex­ 
pensive experiment that 
will cost 
taxpayers $53.5 
million.” he said. 
The Bill passed the House, 
272 to 118, this week, and will 
authorize funds for the ex­ 
tension of the Indiana Dunes 
National Lakeshore Park. 
“This Bill authorizes the 
acquisition of 5,230 acres to 
be added to the Park,” 
Collins stated. “ Of that 


acreage, the Interior Dept, 
considers only 213 acres as a 
necessary and appropriate 
acquisition. The remaining 
land includes the 633 acres of 
Beverly Shores, a fully in­ 
corporated 
and 
highly 
developed residential area

in

Nation’s taxpayers will bear 
the burden of providing all 
the necessary services to 
this residential community 
Why should the citizens of 
Plano pay for

Shore’s fire department?, 
Collins inquired. 
The $53.5 million figure for 
Indian Dunes represents 50 
times 
more 
than 
the 
Administration 
requested. 
The Dept, of Interiors 
alternate proposal would 
have 
involved 
the 
ex­ 
penditure of only $1,080,000 
and would have included 
only beach, bog, marsh and 
dune lands 
that 
would 
enhance the park. 
“The remaining land, 
said 
the 
Congressman, 
“constitutes a mass of non­ 
contiguous parcels, many of 
them 
miles 
from 
the 
lakeshore. They include land 


criss-crossed by railroads 
and 
highways, 
already 
spoiled for park purposes by 
considerable residential or 
industrial 
development. 
Some areas, such as Hoosier 
Prairie, have nothing to do 
with park usages, and should 
come under State or local 
responsibility. 
“ Thi s 
l e g i s l a t i o n 
represents a naked power 
grab 
by 
the 
Federal 
Government to intervene 
where it has no business,” he 
asserted. “It will take 20 
years to acquire all the lands 
authorized under present 
allocations, without even 
considering the development 
backlog. I have heard some 
poor excuses for Federal 
intervention, but calling 
residences and steel mills a 
Lakeshore Park is the 
limit,” Collins concluded.

Polly’s Pointers 


Advice needed for 
I milk carton doll bed

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to know how to make a 
bed out of a milk carton for a Barbie doll, and would be 
thankful if you could tell me how to do this. — KIM. 
DEAR KIM - 1 woald certainly tell you if I knew bet I 
am sure other young readers will be writing to tell you 
how this is done and then we will pass the answers on to 
you. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the dieter who com­ 
es to my house and does not touch a thing offered in the way of 
carefully planned refreshments. Don't people know that today 
this is an awful faux pas? It is their duty to at least "token 
nibble" something rather than embarrass the hosts. 
Those nice sturdy little crocks that some fine cheeses come 
in are terrific to use as holders for bacon grease. The wire 
tightens on the tops and with the rubber between top and bot­ 
tom keep this useful (and now expensive) shortening fresh and 
fine until used up. It can also be poured into the crock hot, to 
be refrigerated later. — A.L. 
DEAR POLLY — I hope to help Barbara who wants to make 
a quilting frame. I am using a homemade one given to me by 
an 85 year old lady who used it for many many years. 
Buy four pieces of stock lumber eight feet long, one inch 
thick and two inches wide. Double four inch wide strips of 
heavy canvas (to two inches), and tack securely to the two 
inch flat sides of the boards, allowing one inch of material on 
the board and one inch extending over the edge of the board. 
The quilt is sewn to this cloth, so it is held taut as one quilts. 
Buy four C clamps in size three inch at the hardware store. 
Use these to hold the four corners together to form a square or 
rectangle as the case may be Start quilting at the outside 
edges and roll quilt toward the center as you finish. Then you 
are able to do the entire quilt in this manner since the boards 
are adjusted with the clamps as you proceed. Good luck to 
you, Barbara — MRS. M. R. H. 
DEAR READERS — You never let us down. Our sincere 
thanks to many who sent in directions for making quilting 
frames. Many said they bore holes, about three inches apart, 
along the wood strips. With such holes a lu g e natl can be 
dropped through holes at corners to hold the sides together. 
(hie church group has such a frame that is hinged in the center 
to make storing easier. These side boards seem to range in 
size from two to four inches in width. Oar readers rest such 
frames on the hacks of straight chairs, on four stools, saw 
horses or even hang from the ceiling. — POLLY.

Somervell is lower than all 
the land around it and 


Parnell says there isn t a flat 
piece as big as 50 acres in the 
whole county. 
At 60 miles southwest of 
Fort Worth, the county is in 
the shadow of North Texas 
biggest urban area. Yet, it is 
the state’s third smallest. 
Annual production, most of it 
in cattle and hogs, is $2 
million a year, or about $700 
tor every man woman and 
child.
